‘Hi boys! Here is the first report from a couple of mom} members, but old Dxers, old 


that is, compared to the othsr local Dxers of which there are many, none of them how- 
ever members of NRO. We're working on 'em though. DXing started here with John lst 
on a limited basis in the 1945-46 season. There was little enthusiam for the first 
fow years as radio was only a part time hobby and future ambition ani was very limit 
ed. Tom was bitten by the bug in 1949 and actusl DX statted then. Prior to that tims 
no log was kept or veries were written for, Actual construction of our present satup 
began in 1949. Before that the main equinnent consisted of a 2-tubs Meissner all-wave 
reacciver which was very poor for even listening! Shortly before Tom joinsd forses 
with John the latter built another Meissner, a 6-tuber which covered both BOB & Sil. 

In Dec. '48 John aquired @ Hallicrafters S-58 Fii-Ali 7-tube superhet. A month a 6&0 
thereafter Tom latched on to an Audio Industries model PR-8 Radio-Pghonograph-recorder 
unit. (The ralio was 4 6-tube BCB only supernet.) For about the lst 6 or 8 months of 
DXing it was run seperately by Tom and John, each competing with the other. After 
hearing about 100 statiéns, all equimment & DXing was combined end work was started on 
our present rathskeller. Trou then on we kept adding to our system. In Sept. 51 we 
bofight our newest and best piece of BCB DX equipment, U.S. Army EC-31<-F (8 tubes) 

We also put up a new antenna as the others wers too inefficient for this receiver. 
Our present DX antenme is a flat-top about 120! incluiing lead-in, 850! above sealevel 
& consists of 1 unbroken piece of #12 steel-vase copper-clad wire. We were plarming 
to put antemmas for other directions (this one is very directional E-V) up but winter 
cauaght us too quickly. We plan to gst to work on new antennas as soon as the WX al- 
lcws. One problem, however, still remains, our location is very poor, We are limit- 
ed in antenna speace & we nave lots of QHd since we are on a business corner & also 
near several hign-power stations. At present we have heard 800 stations in 45 states 
& only 3 foreign countries. Onr longsst DX is only San Francisco, foo. About 500 of 
the 900 are verified. To give you an idea of how how our present equipment is, since 
we got it we have heard 300 now stations! Wa also do Fil &@ TV Dx (iatter, sound only). 
Ws have heard 75 FM & TV stations in ‘10 states; the longest being Boston. We also do 
a little international SW & Aneteur Radio listening DX but only en a limited scale. 
Ws are planning to become hams sometime soon, Ys have a 9! angle-iron sunk into the 
grounml which we keep salty & moist at all times - very efficient. John is 17 & goes 
to high school, Tom is 22 & is an announcer for WNOP, 740, 1000-D, Newport, Ky. By 
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Joo's DX. (Take up the pen, Joe!) Next came news that KWCR was going to honour Di 
ers sd I decided to give Bob & Jim the pleasure of listening. to their DX as heard in 
New Zesland. Conditions were quite good & we managed to get some good taps. Must say 
here though that I have never heard WPE as loud as he was that night. We mver taped 
him as his peak so it will ve hard to tell from the tape just how loud he came in. 
Nearly was no tape as recorder was faulty & it took 12 héurs to get it going at alt. 
Since these 2 ventures I have sent away for the deck parts& soon hops to have & machp 
ine of my own in operation.

Transmitting stations for snort wave are also included and 
sre to be 35 Kw. each, The antenna for medium waves will be held 
aloft by a captive balcon containing helium, The height will be 100 
fect, so coverage should be exvellent, although I don't have it from 
official sources, I believe that the "yoice" will appreciate any re- 
ports on reception of this station, particularly since they intend it 
for tbansmission to inaccossible parts of "Iron curtain country".
